to meet war needs In splto ot any dimcultios that may be experienced 
in obtaining canning containers.' Drying was a well-recognized and 
tiuccoattfiil way of preserving certain foods before canning came Into 
general uso, tho specialists point out, and modern methods make It 
.still more practicable than" formerly, either In the homo or by pom-' 
muatty groups.

Throe methods o[ drying have boon tound' by tho Department 


specialists to-glvo satisfactory results. These arc sun drying, dry- 
ing by artificial heat, and drying with air. blasts, "as before an electric 
fan. 
Trays for drying by any ono o£ those methods, as well as tray 


frames tor use over stoves or before fanu, can bo made satisfactorily 
at home. Frames and trays for uso.with artificial heat may be pur- 
chased complete If desired, 
. . . 


Homemade trays may be made of side and end boards three-fourths 


ot an luch thick and two Inches wide, and bottom boards o£ lathing 
\spuccd one-fourth of an inch. If desired, one-fourth inch galvanized 
wire mesh may bo tacked to the side and end boards to form the bot- 
toms oC tho trays. Frames for use before tans may be made ot wood 
ot convenient size. .Frams for uso with artificial heat should be made 
of nonlnllamrmiblc jmatorial to as great an extent aa possible. As 
many as six trays'may be placed ono above the other when artificial 
heat Is used. In drying before a fan the number of trays that may 
be placed ono above tho other will depend, to a large extent, upon the 
diameter ot the fan. In drying in the sun, trays as described may be 
used or tho products to he dried may be spread* on sheets ot paper or 
muslin hold in placei by weights.

Vegetables'and fruits will dry better if •' sliced. They should be 


c,ut Into slices oae-olghth to one-fourth of an inch, thick. If thicker, 
they may not dry thoroughly. 'While drying, the products' should be 
turned or stirred from, time t6 time. Dried products should be.packed 
temporarily, for three or .four days and poured each day from ono box 
to another to bring about thorough.mixing, and so that the 
whole 


mass will havo a uniform degree of moisture. If. during this "condi- 
tioning" any pieces oC the- products' are found to bo too moist, they 
should bo returned to the trays'and dried further. When, in condi- 
tion, tbo products may bo packed permanently^ In tight, paper bags, 
Insect-proof paper boxes or cartons, or glass or tin containers.
